Claims: 2-10 

Documents 1 and 2 describe common art relating to a content reproduction 
system and common art relating to a member information management system. 
However, they neither describe nor suggest art for performing a decorative display 
for the members depending on whether a user of the content reproduction is a 
member, art for recording a member application in a secure device, and art for 
providing the secure device with means for determining and instructing an 
operational mode.
